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Chinatown’s  existence  not  threatened 
by  luxury  housing  development

Beyond  the  three-storey 
row  houses  of  Chinatown 
rise  luxury  condo  towers. 

New  complexes  such  as 
Archstone,  the  Kensing¬ 
ton  and  120  Kingston  Place 

—  the  former  site  of  the 
Dainty  Dot  Hosiery  factory 

—  loom  mere  steps  from 
public  housing.  For  some 
Chinatown  residents,  they 
fear  these  developments  will 
drive  up  property  values  so 
steeply  that  Chinatown  will 
disappear,  like  the  Syrian 
and  Irish  immigrants  who 
came  before. 

“We  don’t  want  China¬ 
town  to  be  without  Chinese 
people,”  said  Henry  Yee, 
chairman  of  the  Chinatown 
Residents  Association. 

Mayor  Thomas  Menino 
has  made  affordable  hous¬ 
ing  a  priority,  requiring  de¬ 
velopers  to  either  set  aside 
13  percent  of  residential 
units  for  affordable  housing 
or  pay  into  a  housing  fund.  Construction  takes  place  at  120  Kingston  Place,  formerly 
The  Kensington’s  develop-  the  Dainty  Dot  hosiery  company.

ers  opted  to  pay,  giving  $7 
million  that  went  toward  the  74  units  of 
affordable  senior  housing  at  Hong  Lok 
House. 

Other  developments  along  Kingston, 
Essex  and  Stuart  streets  added  roughly 
$1.7  billion  in  funding  for  affordable  de¬ 
velopments  and  community  programs  in 
Chinatown,  said  Bill  Moy,  chairman  of 
the  Chinatown/South  Cove  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Council. 

“The  luxury  developments  affect 
Chinatown,  but  they  also  benefit  China¬ 
town  for  affordable  housing,”  Moy  said. 
“More  resources  bring  more  life  and 
community  here.” 

Moy  recruited  retired  MIT  architec¬ 


ture  professor  Tunney  Lee  to  work  on  the 
2000  Chinatown  Master  Plan,  the  first 
community-based  plan  for  development 
approved  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Agency  and  Menino. 

The  Master  Plan  was  updated  in 
2010  to  reflect  a  40  percent  population 
increase  to  9,000  residents  from  6,434  in 
1990  and  the  addition  of  1,366  residen¬ 
tial  units  —  28  percent  subsidized. 

“Chinatown  has  had  a  native  Asian 
population  for  a  long  time  because  it’s 
set  up  that  way,”  Moy  said. 

Lee  estimates  Chinatown  has  nearly 
2,000  units  of  affordable  housing.

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Chinatown  Safety  Committee  reviews  local  crime

The  Chinatown  Safety  Committee 
met  May  1  at  the  Doubletree  Hotel. 

The  committee  supported  a  tempo¬ 
rary  permit  extension  for  a  parking  lot 
at  85  Essex  Street,  near  the  Chau  Chow 
City  restaurant.  The  parking  lot  is  man¬ 
aged  by  Hamilton  Realty  and  the  exten¬ 
sion  is  for  three  years.  Hamilton  will 
go  before  the  Chinatown/South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  fot  its  support 
on  May  16. 

Hamilton  Realty  has  a  long-term 
plan  to  develop  the  site  with  residential 
apartment  units  and  retail  space,  said 
Steve  Weinig,  director  of  construction 
for  Hamilton  Realty.  However,  the  nar¬ 
row  space  and  zoning  means  it  needs 
several  years  to  develop  its  plans.

Capt.  Tom  Lee  reported  crime  in 
District  A-l  is  down  25  percent  com¬ 
pared  to  the  same  period  last  year. 

Overall  crime  from  April  1  to  May 
1  included  three  robberies,  seven  larce¬ 
nies,  24  warrant  arrests  and  six  drug  ar¬ 
rests,  Lee  said.  One  robbery  took  place 


near  the  Josiah  Quincy  School,  where  a 
black  homeless  male  reached  into  the 
victim’s  coat  and  took  an  envelope  con¬ 
taining  several  hundred  dollars. 

Lee  also  urged  residents  to  be  vigi¬ 
lant  about  drug  and  alcohol  abuse  at  the 
Chinatown  Marv  SooHoo  Park

Gov.  Deval  Patrick  and  the  Asian 
American  Commission  organized  a  cel¬ 
ebration  for  Asian  American  Heritage 
Month  on  May  1  at  the  Josiah  Quincy 
School.  The  event  featured  dance  perfor¬ 
mances,  speeches  from  Asian  American 
officials  and  advocacy  by  Asian  commu¬ 
nity  leaders. 

“We  do  everything  we  can  in  our 
time  to  leave  everything  better  for  future 
generations,”  Patrick  said.  “Two  weeks 
ago,  amidst  a  horrific  tragedy,  it  was 
plain  to  me  we  get  it.  ...  We  have  a  com¬ 
mon  cause  and  common  stake.  People  in 
Boston,  the  Commonwealth  and  around 
the  world  saw  it  and  said,  ‘My  oh  my, 
that  looks  good.’” 

Patrick  added  the  Asian  community 
understood  his  message  of  cooperation 
and  he  was  proud  to  celebrate  Asian 
American  Heritage  Month. 

Boston  Latin  School  senior  Chup 
Chiu  spoke  about  being  an  immigrant 
from  Hong  Kong,  a  child  of  restaurant 
workers  and  the  first  person  in  his  imme¬ 
diate  family  to  go  to  college  at  the  Uni¬ 


versity  of  Massachusetts  in  Lowell.  “My 
parents  constantly  compared  my  life  to 
theirs,  about  how  fortunate  I  am  to  re¬ 
ceive  an  education,”  he  said.  “Education 
is  an  asset  to  provide  options  to  leam 
something  we  are  passionate  about.” 

Lisa  Wong,  the  first  Asian  American 
mayor  elected  in  Massachusetts,  attend¬ 
ed  the  event.  “The  most  important  tool 
we  have  as  politicians  to  speak  out  on  is¬ 
sue,  or  direct  resources  in  the  community 
to  make  the  right  investments,”  she  said. 

Other  speakers  included  state  Repre¬ 
sentative  Keiko  Orrall;  Cambridge  city 
councilor  Leland  Cheung;  vice  chair¬ 
man  of  the  AAC  Leverett  Wing;  Phala 
Chea,  administrator  at  the  Lowell  Public 
Schools;  Simon  Ho,  principal  of  the  Jo¬ 
siah  Quincy  School;  and  Christina  Chan, 
chairwoman  of  the  AAC.  The  Boston 
Chinese  Folk  Dance  Group  and  Kwong 
Kow  Chinese  School  students  taking 
dance  lessons  through  the  Boston  Chi¬ 
nese  Dance  Academy  performed  at  the 
event.

State  treasurer  Steve  Grossman  held 
a  town  hall  meeting  April  23  at  the  Asian 
American  Civic  Association.  The  event 
was  organized  by  Leverett  Wing  and  the 
Asian  American  Commission. 

Wing  opened  the  event  by  observing 
a  moment  of  silence  for  the  victims  of 
the  Boston  Marathon  bombings. 

“As  we  talk  about  the  future,  we  re¬ 
member  their  lives  and  resolve  to  invest 
in  the  future  of  young  people,  who  rep¬ 
resent  the  best  of  what  our  community 
offers,”  Grossman  said. 

“Even  when  we  mourn  what  hap¬ 
pened,  we  remember  the  best  of  Bos¬ 
ton,”  Grossman  said.  “Gov.  Patrick  was 
right,  Massachusetts  invented  America. 
In  so  many  ways,  American  values  were 
formed  in  Boston.  ...  We  are  strength¬ 
ened  by  the  cultural  vitality  of  this  com¬ 
munity.” 

Grossman  discussed  the  importance 
of  diversity  in  Massachusetts.  “I’m  proud 
to  tell  you  since  I  became  treasurer  27 
months  ago,  we’ve  hired  just  shy  of  40 
percent  or  over  150  people  from  diverse 
communities,”  he  said. 

Small  businesses  were  a  focus  for 
Grossman,  who  established  state  loans 
for  them.  The  state’s  small  business  pro¬ 
gram  at  52  community  banks  has  made

4,000  loans  totaling  more  $600  million 
so  far.  “The  stories  behind  the  loans  are 
what  make  the  program  such  a  joy  and 
success,”  he  said. 

Immigrant  success  stories  included  a 
Vietnamese  stonecutter  who  opened  his 
own  business  with  his  loan  and  a  Chinese 
female  business  owner  who  was  able  to 
buy  advanced  equipment. 

Henry  Yee,  chairman  of  the  China¬ 
town  Residents  Association,  urged  for 
immigration  reform.  “The  length  of  time 
to  become  a  citizen  is  too  long,”  Gross- 
man  said.  “We  take  what  we  can  get;  we 
could  use  an  immigration  process  that  is 
more  hospitable,  as  immigrants  build  a 
bright  future.” 

He  expressed  his  support  for  children 
of  undocumented  immigrants  to  pay  in¬ 
state  tuition  at  public  universities  and 
colleges.  As  300,000  students  attend  29 
public  institutions  in  Massachusetts,  only 
800  undocumented  individuals  qualify 
for  in-state  tuition,  Grossman  said.  This 
refutes  arguments  about  students  taking 
seats  from  more  qualified  candidates. 
Students  pay  $7  million  in  tuition,  so  the 
undocumented  students  do  not  add  ex¬ 
penses  to  taxpayers. 

“Ethnic  stereotyping  is  unworthy  of 
us,”  Grossman  said.  “Young  people  want 
to  play  meaningful  role:  80 
percent  of  the  people  who 
attend  public  universities 
stay  in  our  state. ...  I  support 
the  governor  to  make  the 
law  permanent,  so  no  child 
is  ever  denied  the  opportu¬ 
nity  for  public  education.” 

Grossman  advocated 
making  bilingual  ballots 
permanent,  as  the  three- 
year  provision  for  them  ex¬ 
pires  this  year.  “If  I  am  ever 
governor,  I  invite  you  all 
to  watch  me  sign  this  into 
law,”  he  said.

Stand  Against  Racism  Day  took 
place  April  26  on  the  Summer  Street 
Bridge  in  Boston.  Nearly  300  individuals 
wore  “Racism  hurts  everyone”  buttons, 
blew  whistles  and  held  signs  that  read 
“Honk!  Take  a  stand  against  racism.”  All 
employees  from  nearby  Neighborhood 
Health  Plan  turned  out,  along  with  sup¬ 
porters  from  local  businesses. 

“This  event  is  visible,  fun  and  high 
energy,”  said  Sylvia  Ferrell-Jones,  Presi¬ 
dent  and  CEO  of  the  YWCA  Boston. 

The  YWCA  organized  anti-racism 
events  during  the  last  week  of  April;  it 
partnered  with  Neighborhood  Health 
Plan  for  the  Stand  Against  Racism  Day 
for  the  past  four  years. 

“I’m  here  to  raise  awareness  and  take 
a  stand  against  racism,”  said  John  Trahan 
of  AJ,  a  direct  mail  company  that  works 
with  Neighborhood  Health  Plan. 

Neighborhood  Health  Plan  clients  are 
55  percent  individuals  of  color,  while  45 
percent  of  its  staff  are  ethnically  diverse. 

“It’s  important  to  create  awareness, 
as  some  people  can  make  uncomfortable 
statements,”  said  Sian  Ooi,  a  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Health  Plan  employee  from  Malay¬ 


sia.  “However,  Boston  is  pretty  good  as  a 
city  for  tolerance.” 

The  event  brought  together  individu¬ 
als  from  many  different  backgrounds. 

“We  celebrate  how  we’re  alike,”  said 
Deborah  Enos,  President  and  CEO  of 


Neighborhood  Health  Plan.  “Our  diver¬ 
sity  committee  came  up  with  the  idea  of 
taking  a  physical  stand  four  years  ago 
for  this  event.  We’ve  had  sunshine  every 
year;  the  Lord’s  looking  down  on  us.”

“Chinatown  is  a  unique  neighbor¬ 
hood  because  there’s  a  lot  of  public  hous¬ 
ing:  Mass  Pike  Towers,  Castle  Square, 
Quincy  Tower  and  Tai  Tung  Village,  or 
hundreds  of  units  of  affordable  housing,”

All  Bill  Morse  wanted  was  an  old 
photo  of  the  Appian  Way  in  Italy,  lost 
somewhere  in  his  parents’  attic. 

He  never  imagined  he  would  discover 
more  than  4,000  photos  of  China,  taken 
by  his  grandfather  William  Leete  who 
was  a  missionary  and  teacher  for  more 
than  40  years.  He  traveled  to  northern 
China  up  to  Liaoning  and  went  down  to 
Suzhou  to  study  the  nation.  During  his 
travels,  Leete  documented  the  Forbidden 
City  of  Beijing,  the  Buddhist  Longmen 
Grottoes  of  Luoyang  and  everyday  life 
for  the  Chinese. 

”He  used  photography  to  learn  and 
teach  about  China,  which  accounts  for  the 
unique,  modem,  street-style  of  his  photo¬ 
graphs,”  Morse  said.  Most  photos  from 
this  period  were  posed  portraits.  Morse’s 
discovery  of  his  grandfather’s  negatives 
1 5  years  ago  led  to  painstaking  efforts  to 
restore  the  images,  now  on  display  at  his 
South  End  studio. 

Leete  graduated  from  Yale  Univer¬ 
sity  and  went  to  China  as  a  missionary, 
where  he  met  fellow  Yale  graduate  Anna 
Kaufman,  Morse’s  grandmother.  In  his 
first  letter  home,  Leete  told  his  minister 
father  in  New  Haven  he  was  off  to  “save 
the  heathen  of  Asia”  and  that  a  Confucian 
temple  had  “no  culture,”  Morse  said. 

A  few  months  later,  Leete  wrote, 
“There  is  a  lot  more  culture  here  than  I 
first  realized.”  The  shift  in  his  perspective 
blossomed  into  a  lifelong  passion  for  all 
things  Chinese. 

Morse’s  grandfather  showed  a  natural 
aptitude  for  composition  and  took  at  least 
10,000  pictures  in  his  lifetime,  as  every 
image  was  numbered  in  his  notebooks 
—  many  of  which  have  been  lost.  Leete 
fell  in  love  with  the  Chinese  people  and 
culture.  He  lost  his  wife  in  1942  and  after 


being  released  from  Japanese  internment 
in  1945,  he  remarried  in  1949,  taking  the 
daughter  of  his  Chinese  cook  to  be  his 
bride.  Leete  passed  away  in  1952  after 
bringing  his  wife  and  son  to  America  in 
1951;  his  children  with  his  first  wife  had 
returned  to  America  already.  His  second 
wife  remarried  a  Chinese  pastor  and  their 
son  Webster  Chou  now  resides  in  Port¬ 
land,  Wash. 

“Often  missionaries  will  say  they’re 
going  to  change  other  countries,  but  for 
my  grandfather,  it  was  the  other  way 
around,”  Morse  said.

The  Chinese  Women’s  Association  of 
New  England  held  its  annual  event  “To 
Pay  Tribute  to  Our  Parents”  on  May  4  at 
the  China  Pearl  restaurant. 

“The  association  was  launched  by 
Madame  Chiang  Kai-shek,  a  student 
at  Wellesley  College  at  the  time,”  said 
event  hosts  Doris  Wan  and  Anita  Wing. 

Founded  in  1940  during  World  War 
II,  the  association  was  designed  for 
women  to  mobilize  themselves,  develop 
leadership  skills  and  find  some  degree 
of  independence.  Today,  the  associa¬ 
tion’s  mission  has  not  changed,  and  its 
members  gather  to  enjoy  each  other’s 
company  and  foster  a  sense  of  female 
empowerment. 

“We  come  every  year  for  my  grand¬ 


mother,  Florence  To,  a  former  member 
of  the  association,”  said  Renee  Chin,  a 
supporter  of  the  association.  Chin’s  par¬ 
ents  grew  up  in  the  city  and  eventually 
moved  to  a  nearby  suburb. 

The  event  was  highlighted  by  line 
dancing,  a  tradition  of  the  annual  dinner 
celebration,  and  guest  speakers  from  lo¬ 
cal  organizations  including  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  Association  of

Nine  Asian  American  high  school 
students  from  Malden  received  awards 
for  their  “Photovoice”  projects  on  mental 
health  during  the  Strides  Against  Stigma 
event  on  April  27  at  Boston  University’s 
Nickerson  Field. 

The  project  originated  from  the  Chi¬ 
nese  Culture  Connection  in  Malden,  and 
was  supported  by  the  Institute  for  Com¬ 
munity  Health  and  the  Asian  American 
Civic  Association. 

“It  helps  me  to  think  about  what  men¬ 
tal  health  (is).  It’s  not  just  staying  bal¬ 
anced  but  also  connecting  with  people, 
being  happy  and  doing  things  that  will 
make  your  brain  function  better,”  said 
Emily  Mo,  a  sophomore  at  Malden  High 
School. 

Mo  emphasized  the  importance  of 
learning  photography  during  their  proj¬ 
ects.  The  experience  was  significant  to 
her  because  of  her  lifelong  interest  in 
photography  for  years.  Mo  was  inspired 
by  her  daily  life,  such  as  the  image  of  a 
tree  in  her  project.  She  thought  connect¬ 
ing  with  nature  exercised  people’s  brains 
and  was  good  for  mental  health. 

“It’s  a  really  great  experience,”  said 
Shalini  Tendulkar,  research  and  evalua¬ 
tion  scientist  at  the  Institute  for  Commu¬ 
nity  Health,  who  was  the  guidance  coun¬ 
selor  for  the  group  project.  “We  learned 
a  lot  about  how  important  it  is  to  involve 
young  people,  when  you  are  trying  to 
talk  about  what  mental  health  means  to 
the  Asian  community.  They  have  a  lot  to 
say,  and  they  have  a  lot  of  strong  opin¬ 
ions.  The  way  to  reach  elders  is  through 
the  young  people.” 

Tendulkar  said  the  project  themes 
were  mostly  about  the  environment.

family  and  school.  One  of  the  student’s 
works  that  impressed  her  was  a  picture 
of  videotapes  of  old  Chinese  traditional 
movies,  depicting  the  student’s  idea  that 
spending  time  with  his  family  by  watch¬ 
ing  old  movies  v/as  what  mental  well¬ 
ness  meant  to  him. 

The  event  was  hosted  by  the  Fami¬ 
lies  for  Depression  Awareness,  a  national 
nonprofit  organization  for  families  af¬ 
fected  by  depressive  disorders.  To  raise 
awareness  about  mental  health  and  pre¬ 
vent  suicides,  the  organization  not  only 
invited  people  to  speak  about  mental 
disease  but  also  honored  the  teens  dur¬ 
ing  the  daylong  event  on  April  27,  which 
included  a  walk. 

“They  are  doing  a  great  job  using 
photography  to  show  what  their  thoughts 
are  about  mental  illnesses  and  how  to 
break  the  stigma  of  depression  and  oth¬ 
er  mental  health  disorders  in  the  Asian 
community,”  said  Julie  Totten,  president 
of  Families  for  Depression  Awareness. 

The  students’  projects  will  be  exhib¬ 
ited  at  the  Asian  American  Mental  Health 
Forum  on  May  17  at  Simmons  College, 
300  Fenway,  Boston.

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Boston  Asian  YES  teens  strive  to  reduce 
underage  drinking  in  Chinatown

Underage  drinking  is  a  common  and 
alcohol  is  easy  to  come  by,  according  to  a 
survey  conducted  by  Chinatown  agency 
Boston  Asian  Youth  Essential  Service.  It 
is  taking  action  to  combat  this  behavior 
through  awareness  and  involvement  with 
community  businesses. 

“Underage  drinking  is  very  danger¬ 
ous  and  easy  to  access,”  said  Kenny 
Wong,  youth  counselor  for  Boston  Asian 
YES.  “We  want  the  community  to  be 
aware.” 

Youth  leaders  surveyed  about  150 
peers  on  their  underage  drinking  behav¬ 
ior  for  the  Asian  Teens  Keeping  it  Dry 
group  in  2012.  They  found  there  were 
many  ways  for  underage  individuals  to 
easily  get  alcohol.  All  results  were  self- 
reported. 

Gavin  Tan,  20,  is  a  youth  leader  who 
has  worked  in  the  group  since  its  begin¬ 
nings  in  2008.  During  high  school,  he 
created  a  blog  to  update  teens  and  the 
community  on  underage  drinking  risks, 
physical  effects  of  drinking  and  legal 
consequences  if  caught. 

“I  would  tell  my  (underage)  friends 
that  if  they  do  drink,  they  could  lose  their 
lives,”  Tan  said,  now  a  Newbury  Col¬ 
lege  freshman  studying  criminal  justice. 
Many  people  are  unaware  of  the  legal 
implications  for  businesses  who  serve 


alcohol  to  minors,  as  staffers  could  lose 
their  jobs  or  businesses  could  be  cited  for 
license  violations. 

Approximately  5,000  young  people 
under  the  age  of  2 1  die  as  a  result  of  un¬ 
derage  drinking  each  year,  according  to 
the  National  Institutes  of  Health. 

To  prevent  underage  drinking,  youth 
leaders  participate  in  multiple  prevention 
activities  in  the  Chinatown  community. 
The  “Sticker  Shock”  program  distrib¬ 


utes  bright  yellow  Chinese  and  English 
“Hey  You!”  stickers,  which  are  placed 
on  cases  of  alcohol  at  liquor  stores  and 
state  it  is  illegal  to  sell  or  serve  alcohol 
to  anyone  under  the  age  of  2 1 .  Youth  also 
distributed  “Hey  You!”  decals  and  post¬ 
ers  to  restaurants  and  liquor  stores. 

Boston  Police  Department  officers 
accompany  the  youth  for  “Shoulder  Tap” 
events,  when  the  students  ask  liquor  store 
patrons  to  buy  alcohol  for  them.  Liabil¬ 


ity  training  informs  servers  at  Chinatown 
restaurants  about  the  legal  consequences 
of  serving  alcohol  to  minors. 

Youth  leaders  told  community  adults, 
parents,  youth,  college  students  and  oth¬ 
er  young  adults  that  it  is  illegal  to  serve, 
purchase  or  provide  alcohol  to  anyone 
under  the  age  of  2 1 .  Another  underage 
drinking  survey  will  be  conducted  this 
summer  as  an  electronic  form,  Wong 
said. 

The  Chinatown  Coalition  and  Boston 
Asian  YES  are  funded  by  the  Mass.  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Health  to  raise  aware¬ 
ness  about  and  prevent  underage  drink¬ 
ing  in  the  Chinatown  community.

Boston  celebrates  World  Tai  Chi  Day

Part  of  the  Wild  Horse’s  Mane,  White 
Crane  Spreads  Its  Wings  and  Playing  the 
Lute.  These  are  just  a  few  of  the  tai  chi 
stances  that  Daoist  master  Zhou  Xuan 
Yun  brought  to  Boston  after  practicing 
tai  chi  at  Wu  Dang  Mountain  in  China 
for  more  than  a  decade.  The  World  Tai 
Chi  Day  Health  Festival  took  place  April 
27  at  the  Boston  Common. 

“Tai  chi  can  make  an  individual 
stronger.  It  stretches  your  muscle  and 
calms  your  mind  at  the  same  time,”  Zhou 
said.  “Tai  chi  is  a  form  of  exercise  that 
can  be  achieved  by  the  peace  and  tran¬ 
quility  of  mind.” 

Tai  chi,  one  of  the  forms  of  qi  gong, 
is  a  good  way  to  understand  the  inner  el¬ 
ements  of  people’s  bodies,  Zhou  said. 

Zhou  is  the  founder  and  head  instruc¬ 
tor  of  the  Daoist  Benevolent  Associa¬ 
tion,  a  nonprofit  organization  dedicated 
to  spreading  Daoist  philosophies  and 
health  practices. 

The  tai  chi  performance  attracted 
more  than  100  people.  Most  of  them 
were  participants  rather  than  onlookers. 

John  Harding,  26,  is  a  martial  arts 
practitioner  from  San  Francisco  who  was 
trained  by  his  “shifu”  or  master. 

“I  didn’t  do  a  lot  of  tai  chi.  I  normally 
do  kung  fu  ...  I’ve  been  with  DBA  for  a 
year,”  Harding  said.  “  Mostly,  these  kung 
fu  schools  are  inextricably  connected 
across  the  country.  And  they  are  heavily 
dosed  with  Chinese  culture.” 

Like  Harding,  Don  Webster,  39,  also 
learned  tai  chi.  “I’ve  been  practicing 
kung  fu  and  tai  chi  for  two  years,”  Web¬ 
ster  said.  “They  are  part  of  my  spiritual 
practice.  Tai  chi  makes  a  balance  between 
yin  and  yang.  It  helps  me  stay  balanced 
and  calm  in  my  daily  life,  whenever  I’m 
at  work  or  traveling.” 

Webster  performed  “continuous 


fists”  and  several  tai  chi  forms  alongside 
five  other  tai  chi  practitioners  from  the 
Boston  Shaolin  Kung  Fu  Center.

ticipated  at  the  event. 

Boston  native  Henry  Lee  is  one  of 
Zhou’s  apprentices.  He  organized  and 
hosted  the  tai  chi  performance. 

“Bringing  people  from  all  over  the 
world  to  practice  tai  chi  is  very  impor¬ 
tant.  It  can  cultivate  virtue  and  bring 
physical  and  mental  benefits  when  you 
practice  it,”  Lee  said. 

Lee  also  added  that  the  assumption 
that  tai  chi  is  only  for  Chinese  seniors  is 
false.  “No  matter  what  color  your  skin  is, 
as  a  human  being,  we  all  have  the  same 
needs  and  bodies.  So  tai  chi  definitely 
applies  to  everybody,”  Lee  said.

Bento  Express  has  a  convenient  lo¬ 
cation  at  a  former  Chinese  takeout  joint, 
open  since  last  summer.  Tucked  steps 
from  Starbucks  on  the  comer  of  Boylston 
and  Tremont  Streets,  it  is  between  the 
Boylston  T  stop  on  the  Green  line  and 
the  Chinatown  T  stop  on  the  Orange  line. 
Bento  Express  provides  simple  and  fill¬ 
ing  meals  without  breaking  the  bank  in 
the  Theater  District  and  Boston  Common 
area. 

Upon  entering,  the  decor  and  feel 
is  contemporary  and  modem  —  a  step 
up  from  most  self-serve  places.  I  loved 
the  modem  touches  with  splashes  of 
red  throughout  the  small  space.  There  a 
choice  from  a  few  tables  or  counter  seat¬ 
ing  in  this  surprisingly  spacious  dining 
area.  The  service  was  efficient  and  the 
wait  for  the  food  was  reasonable.  Bento 
Cafe’s  fare  is  healthy,  though  a  bit  pricier 
than  your  average  takeout  place. 

There  are  a  variety  of  bento  box  se¬ 
lections  ($8-9)  to  choose  from,  such  as 
beef  teriyaki,  chicken  teriyaki,  curry 
chicken,  tempura  and  curry  pork.  A

bento  in  Japanese  stands  for  a  packed 
single  portion  or  takeout  meal  in  a  box 
that  includes  rice,  fish  or  meat,  pickled 
or  cooked  vegetables  to  make  a  filling 
meal.  Other  menu  items  include  snacks 
($3-7)  from  edamame  (soybean  pods), 
miso  soup  to  seaweed  salad.  Plus  there 
is  a  smattering  of  specialty  rolls  ($7-9), 
udon  and  ramen  ($8-9)  dishes  as  well. 

We  opted  for  the  bento,  priced  at  $9 
each.  We  got  the  unagi  (freshwater  eel), 
sashimi  (thinly  sliced  raw  fish)  and  beef 
teriyaki  bento  for  our  lunch.  Each  of  our 
bentos  had  some  fruit  (red  grapes  and 
honeydew  melon),  two  pan-fried  dump¬ 
lings,  two  California  rolls  (avocado,  imi¬ 
tation  crab  meat,  cucumber,  rice,  nori), 
and  simple  lettuce  tomato  salad,  along 
with  a  scoop  of  rice,  miso  soup  and  the 
main  entree. 

The  sashimi  bento  came  with  four 


pieces  of  fresh  fish,  which  was  two  slices 
of  tuna  and  two  slices  of  salmon,  along 
with  two  imitation  crabsticks.  The  salad 
was  mainly  iceberg  lettuce  with  a  tomato 
slice  and  a  simple  dressing.  The  miso 
soup  was  on  the  lighter  side,  with  barely 
any  seaweed  and  a  few  tiny  cubes  of  tofu. 


The  beef  teriyaki  had  a  generous

amount  of  beef,  while  the  unagi  had 
three  small  pieces  over  rice.  The  pan¬ 
fried  dumplings  were  OK,  but  not  par¬ 
ticularly  memorable.  Overall,  the  bento 
was  a  nutritionally  balanced  meal  at  a 
reasonable  price. 

There  is  a  variety  of  teas,  coffees, 
bottled  water  and  tap  water.  It  is  simple 
to  get  your  food.  First  go  to  the  counter, 
order  your  food,  find  a  seat  and  wait  to  be 
called.  Get  your  food,  enjoy  and  later  bus 
your  own  dishes,  so  tipping  is  not  neces¬ 
sary!  Bento  Express  is  a  decent  place  for 
a  quick  bite  with  no  frills.

Retirement  plan  savings

Book  review:  ‘Midnight  in  Peking’ 
by  Paul  French

As  a  financial  planner,  I  have  clients 
and  friends  ask  me  all  the  time  about 
how  much  they  should  invest  in  their 
company-sponsored  retirement  plan.  The 
answer  I  always  provide  is  a  simple  one: 
as  much  as  you  can  afford.  Although 
most  of  us  believe  retirement  is  far  off 
in  the  distance  and  we  have  many  other 
things  to  spend  our  hard-earned  money 
on,  retirement  savings  is  an  important 
planning  topic  to  be  aware  of.  Here  are 
some  key  items  to  consider  when  think¬ 
ing  about  retirement  savings: 

•  All  contributions  into  your  com¬ 
pany  retirement  plan  are  pretax  dollars. 
This  helps  prevent  the  immediate  taxa¬ 
tion  of  your  income  and  your  funds  will 
grow  tax  deferred  until  you’re  in  need  of 
a  distribution.  At  age  59A  you  can  with¬ 
draw  funds  without  penalty  and  at  age 
70 ‘A  the  government  requires  mandatory 
distributions. 

•  Company-sponsored  retirement 
plans  are  a  great  employee  benefit  espe¬ 
cially  if  your  employer  has  a  match.  Be 
certain  you  are  allocating  at  least  the  re¬ 
quired  minimum  percentage  to  fully  ben¬ 
efit  from  the  company  match.  Consider  it 
free  money  your  employer  is  giving  you 
towards  your  retirement. 

•  Increasing  your  contribution  per¬ 
centage  each  year  when  you  get  a  raise  is 
a  smart  financial  decision.  If  you  get  a  3

percent  raise  for  your  hard  work  the  prior 
year,  consider  contributing  a  portion  of 
that  figure  to  your  company  retirement 
plan.  Since  this  is  an  increase  in  your 
paycheck,  it  shouldn’t  affect  your  budget 
too  significantly. 

•  It’s  never  too  early  to  start  sav¬ 
ing  for  retirement.  Individuals  in  their 
20s  will  see  the  benefits  of  compound¬ 
ing  returns  build  their  nest  egg  over 
time.  For  example,  if  a  20-year-old  were 
to  contribute  3  percent  of  their  annual 
$50,000,  salary  ($1,500)  each  year  with 
a  full  company  match,  when  they  reach 
age  65  their  balance  would  be  more  than 
$500,000  assuming  a  conservative  5  per¬ 
cent  annual  investment  return. 

•  For  investors  in  their  40  s  and 
50s,  it  is  never  too  late  to  start  saving. 
If  your  budget  can  afford  a  larger  contri¬ 
bution,  consider  allocating  a  percentage 
that  will  allow  for  the  maximum  annual 
contribution  of  $17,500.  For  those  50 
and  older,  the  government  allows  for  a 
“catch-up  contribution”  of  $5,500,  mak¬ 
ing  the  maximum  allowable  contribution 
of  $23,000. 

At  the  end  of  the  day,  there  are  many 
benefits  to  retirement  planning  through 
a  company-sponsored  plan.  My  recom¬ 
mendation  is  to  make  every  effort  to 
manage  your  budget  so  that  it  includes 
a  contribution  to  your  company’s  retire¬ 
ment  plan.  In  the  end,  you  will  be  re¬ 
warded  after  a  long  career  and  be  able  to 
enjoy  your  retirement.

On  a  cold  Beijing  morning,  the  muti¬ 
lated  body  of  19-year-old  Pamela  Werner 
was  discovered  by  the  abandoned  Fox 
Tower  on  Jan.  7,  1937.  Infamous  for  be¬ 
ing  haunted  by  malicious  “fox  spirits,” 
the  blonde  teen  suffered  a  deadly  head 
injury  and  more  than  100  stab  wounds. 
However,  the  daughter  of  a  former  Brit¬ 
ish  consul  still  wore  her  platinum  watch, 
which  had  stopped  after  midnight. 

The  murder  whipped  the  internation¬ 
al  media  into  a  sensational  frenzy.  Who 
would  want  to  murder  a  young  school¬ 
girl?  Theories  ran  wild  about  her  reclu¬ 
sive  father  Edward  Theodore  Chalmers 
Werner,  whose  wife  —  and  Pamela’s 
adoptive  mother  —  Gladys  Nina  Raven- 
shaw  had  died  14  years  ago.  Her  boy¬ 
friend  Mischa  Jorjelsky  was  not  in  Bei¬ 
jing  at  the  time.  Meanwhile,  the  British 
were  loath  to  agitate  the  Chinese,  as  the 
Japanese  encircled  Beijing. 

Paul  French  recreates  the  despair  of 
Beijing  in  exquisite  detail,  culling  from 
interviews  and  documents  from  the 
United  Kingdom  to  China.  The  resulting 
book  is  utterly  impossible  to  put  down, 
blending  whodunit  true  crime  with  rich 
history  and  culture. 

The  case  was  never  officially  solved, 
despite  an  unusual  partnership  between 
the  British  authorities  and  the  Chinese 
police.  Witnesses  pointed  to  foreigners, 
as  Pamela  was  seen  getting  into  a  car, 
which  only  the  rich  could  afford.  But  the 
British  lead  detective,  Richard  Dennis, 
was  told  he  was  overlooking  the  “obvi¬ 
ous”  suspects:  the  Chinese,  who  fled  the 
war-tom  countryside  for  Beijing. 

Forced  to  drop  the  case,  Beijing  was 
soon  overwhelmed  by  the  Japanese  on 
July  29,  1937.  However,  Pamela’s  schol-

arly  father  was  determined  to  catch  his 
daughter’s  killer.  Using  his  command  of 
Chinese  and  his  contacts  from  decades 
living  in  China,  he  paid  agents  and  wit¬ 
nesses  to  piece  together  Pamela’s  last 
days. 

Despite  Werner's  evidence  and  tes¬ 
timony,  Pamela’s  killers  were  never 
brought  to  justice.  He  died  in  1954  Brit¬ 
ain,  far  from  his  daughter  and  wife  bur¬ 
ied  in  Beijing. 

French  reached  across  decades  when 
he  came  across  Pamela’s  name  while 
reading.  By  a  stroke  of  luck,  he  found 
Werner’s  letters  from  Beijing  at  the  Brit¬ 
ish  National  Archive,  reconstructing  an 
unsolved  crime. 

While  Pamela  died  an  untimely 
death,  French  s  research  brought  closure 
and  justice  for  her.  The  political  power 
plays,  culture  clash  and  her  father’s  tire¬ 
less  devotion  make  this  book  germane. 
“Midnight  in  Peking”  is  a  must-read  for 
history  buffs  and  mystery  lovers.
